WHEN PAY DAY COMES 


Six Million Dollars Distributed te 
C.P.R. Employees Each 
Month 


On the Sfteenth of each month the 
C.P.R. will pay in wages cver ihe 
whole system $6,000,000. This is ,ia> 
monthly record in round numbers, 120,- 
000 cheques being drawn every month. 
It seems only tLe day before yesier- 
day when 59,000 cheques were deem- 
ed to represont a tremendous month- 
ly wage list. The number of omployees 
grows all the tims, in spite of careful 
‘appointment and economic working. 
These monthly cheques find their way 
into the most distant, the oddest 
places. They are hurried, in enclosures 
to the dstant parts of British Colum- 
bia. They find their way to the con- 
struction camps, removed from civill- 
zation. They reach the employees at 
the way-side gtation, showing a single 
tuft of grass amid the general aridity. 
And, howeve. :onely or small or Cis- 
couraging ‘he locality or district, there 
will be someone there to cash the 
cheque for the employee. There may 
be a bank in a tent, which s very 
frequently th? fact. If there is 0 
@ank there is a company’s agent of 
some kind to whom the cheques will 
be addressed and who will distribute 
them to the men in the district. To 
make out the pay lists and issue the 
cheques to correspond to the  book- 
keepirg and fst the work 80 advanced 
as to have all things ready at tne 
right date, on the stroxe of the clocx, 
requires a large staff at headquarters. 
And whcther the times be good or bad, 
the figures rising or falling, the $6,- 
000,000 have tu be provided on the 
fifteenth of each month to the miau!‘e. 
The excedticnally strong position of 
the Canadian Pacific has enabled it to 
pass through a ‘ime of stringency, 
always making more than its divid- 
end, with ample funds at its instant 
disposal. There has been, as far as 
possible, retrenchment during the past 
few months. That does not mean thit 
the company has parted with any of 
its employces; but it has not under- 
taken nvew work necessitating the er- 
ployment of ney, hands, or the dis- 
tursement of sums other than those 
already arranged for under older pro- 
grammes. No man in the service of 
the company, high or low, has any 
doubt about that monthly cheque,. 
which will be honored in all parts of 
the Dominion.

historic phrase about a treaty 


being g mere ‘scrap of paper.’ 

The phrase has nine aideep 
impression because the progress 
ot the world largely depends up- 
on the sanctity or a xrvements be- 
tween individuals and between na 
tions:.and the policy disclosed in 
Herr Von Bethmann-Hidll weg’ s 
phrase tends to debase the lega) 
and moral currency of civiliza- 
tion. 

“What the German chancellor 
said was{that Great Britain ir 
requiring .Gérimany to respect 
the neutrality of bes iun: was go- 
ing to make war just for a scrap 
of paper—that is, that! Great 
Britain was making a mountain 
out of a mole hill. He now asks 
the American pwblic to believe 
that he meant the exact opposite 
of what -he said; that it wae 
Great Britain who really regard 
ed the neutrality of Belgium as a 
mere trifle, and that it was Ger- 
many who took her responsibil 
ities toward the neutral states sc 
seriously. 

“The arguments by ,which Herr 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg | seeks to 
establish the two sides of -the 
case are in flat contradiction of 
the plain facts. 

‘Pirst the German chancellor 
alleges that England in 1911 was 
determined to throw troops inte 
Belgium without the assent of 
the Belgian government. This 
allegation is absolutély false. It 
is based upon certain documents 
found‘in Brussels which record 
conversations between them and 
Belgian officers in 1906, and 
again in 1911. 

“The fact that there is no note 
of these conversations|. at the 
British war office or the foreign 
othice shows that they were of a 
purely ‘informal character, and 
that no jmilitary agreement of 
any sort was at either time made 
between the two governments. 
Before any conversations * took 
place between the British and 

elgian offcers, it was expressly 
laid down on the British side 
that discussion of the military 
possibilities was to be addressed 
to the manner in'which, in case 
of need, British assistance could 
be most effectually afforded to 
Belgium for the defense of her 
neutrality, ‘and oh, the Belgian 
side a marginal note upon the 
records explains that the entry 
of the English into Belgium 
would only take place’ after the 
violation of our (Belgium’s) neu- 
trality by Germany. 

“As' regards the conversation 
of 1911, the.Belgian officer said 
to the British officer: ‘You could 
only land in our country with 
our consent,’ 'and in 1913 Sir Ed- 
ward Grey gave the Belgian gov- 
ermment a categorical assurance 
that no British government would 
violate the neutrality of Bel 


gium, and that so long as it was’ 


not violated by any other power, 
we should certainly: not send 
troops ourselves into their terri 
tory. 

“The chancellor's method of 
mis-using documents may be 
lustrated in this'connection. 
represents Sir 
saying “‘he did not believe Eng 
land would take such a step be 
cause he did not think public op 
Inton would justify such action. 

“What Sir Edward Grey actu

“Tt would seem to follow that 
according to Herr Von Bethmann 
Hollweg’s code, wrong becomes 
right if the party which is to be 
the subject of the wrong foresees 
the possibility and makes prepar- 
ations to resist it. 

“‘Those who are content with 
older and more generally accept- 
ed standards are likely to agree 
rather with what Cardinal Mer- 
cier said in his pastoral letter: 
‘Belgium was bound in honor to 
defend her own independence. She 
kept her oath. The other powers 
were bound to respect and to 
protect her neutrality. Germany 
violated her oath; England kept 
hers. Thesé are the facts.’ 

“In the second part of the 

German chancellor’s thesis, 
namely, that Germany ‘took her 
responsibilities! toward the ney- 
tral states seriously, he alleges 
nothing except that he spoke 
frankly of the wrong committed 
by Germany in invading Bel- 
gium.’ 
“That a man knows the right 
while doing a,wrong is not usu- 
ally accepted as proof of his ser- 
ious conscientiousness. The real 
nature of Germary’s view of her 
responsibilities toward the}; neu- 
tral states may, however, be 
earned on authority which can- 
not be disputed by reference to 
the English white paper. 

“If those responsilalities were 
in truth taken\- seriously, why 
when Germany was asked to re- 
spect the neutrality of Belgium, 
if.it were respected by France, 
did Germany refuse? France when 
asked the corresponding question 
at the same time agreed. This 
would have guaranteed Germany 
from all danger of attack. through 
Belgium. 

“the reason of Germany’s‘ re- 
fusal was given by Herr Von 
Bethman-Hollweg’s ig (the 
German secretary, Herr Von Ja- 
gow).. It may be paraphrased in 
the -well-known ‘Gloss upon 
Shakespeare: 

“Thrice is he armed that hath 
his'quarrel.just, but four times 
he that gets his blow in first.” 

“They had to advance: into 
France,”’ said Herr Von Jagow, 
“by the quickest and easiest way 
so as to be able to get well 
ahead with their operations and 
endeavor to strike some decisive 
blow as early as possible.

WAR CORRESPONDENT TELLS 
OF GERMAN ATROCITIES. 


Ottawa, Jan. 21.—Instances of 
German atrocities which he had 
witnessed were related to the Ot- 
tawa Canadian Ciub Wednesda 
by Alex. Powell, war correspond- 
ent of The New York World, who 
was with the Belgian army in its 
vain fight to stop the German in- 
vasion. The story was related 
simply, circumstantially and with 
every attempt at reserve. They 
created a profound impression on 
the audience which contained a 
number of cabinet ministers, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, and several of 
the leading othcers of the militia 
department. Mr. Powell related 
three cases which le had seen 
with bis own ey*s half an hour 
after they happened, and in two 
cases he assisted in the burial of 
the unfortunates.

BLOCKADE OF GERMAN 
COAST IS CONSIDERED 


“London, Jan, 30.—The , Chron- 
icle’s naval correspondent, deal- 
ing with the question of inter- 
national law raised by the Dacia 
and Wilhelmina cases, discussed

“One great object of our nav- 
al operation,’”’ says’ the Chronicle 
expert, “is to exercise com 
sion on Germany with the 
of abridging the duration of the 
war. It is obvious, however, 
that if neutral ships should be 
permitted to carry great sup- 
plies of‘ foodstuffs- into German 
ports, as seems to be expected in 
some quarters, our purpose may 
be defeated .or its accomplish- 
ment delayed. : 

“A commercial blockade of an 
enemy’s coast is undoubtedly the 
most effective’ way of exerting 
the compressive influence of sea 
power. We have precedent, i 


the German North Sea coast ‘in 


Brest to the Elbe. in 1806, and 
we have acted’in-a similar man- 
per at ‘other. localities. 
- Tf; the. whole ‘of the German 
coast on the North Sca. were: de- 
clared under blockade, the enter- 
prise of the Wilhelmmia, supposing 
er to be bound to Hamburg, 
would not be possible unless she 
were 
runner. There is no longer any 
idea of a acuadron lying off the 
enemy’s ports, as in the old 
wars. It is not necessary, as 
Admiral Mahan long since said, 
that a ‘blockading squadron 
should be within sight of the en- 
emy’s coast. He said that half 
a dozen fast steamers, cruising 
20 miles off shore, between the 
New Jersey and Long Island 
coast, would be @ very real dan- 
ger to ships seeking to break a 
blockade of New York. 

‘We are in agreement with the 
United States that a ship may 
be arrested at any point om a 
blockaded ‘coast, and if that 
should be the case, our blockade 
might be asserted effectively at 
the Straits of Dover and the 
north passage between Scotland 
and Norway. Many difficult 
gestions would no doubt be 
raised by declaring a blockade of 
the German coast, but they 
would not prove _ insuperable. 
Diffioulties have often arisen 
from a blockade, and they were 
not absent when President  Lin- 
coln, in the American civil war, 
announced his intention of block- 
ading the whole confederation 
coast. 

“The United States would not 
be likely to raise serious objec- 
tions if we, declared and exercised 
an effective means of blockade. 
To interfere with the legitimate 
Operations of a belligerent would 
be, an unneutral procedure, of 
which they would not be likely to 
be guilty.”’

In Egypt, the Turkish advance 
appears really to have begun. . In 
the Caucasus the shattered Turks 
have more or less reorganized 
'and paused in their flight toward 
‘their own frontier and resumed 
lthe offensive. 

While it!is not probable that 
any considerable body of Turks 
has yet penetrated, the Sinai pen- 
insula, their aflvance scouts are 
virtually at the edge of the Suez 
canal; having moved along the 
caravan route near the Mediterr 
ranean. It is believed that an- 
other column plans to advance 
through 'the centre of the. penin- 
sula, while perhaps a third will 
attempt to reach the Suez along 
the southern route from Abakah. 
All these routes are without wat- 
er, and those: to the north and 
south are open to flank attacks 
from the Mediterranran and Red 
Sea, respectively. It is believed 
here that the Turks, who have 
been in contaét with the British 
to the east of El Kantara, work- 
ed their way westward under the 
protection of the sand dunes 
This would Jeave them open to.

DEFENDS RIGHT OF U.S. TO 
BUY UP FOREIGN SHIPS. 


Washington, Jan. 30.—For the 
first time in the two weeks the 
ship bill has been under continu- 
ous Republican attack in the sen- 
ate the administration’s defense 
of the measure was brought for- 
ward in a speech Thursday by 
Senator Walsh, who replied to 
Senator Root’s contention thdt 
its enactment would lead the Un- 
ited Statcs into foreign compli- 
cations. 

Citing rules of the British ad- 
miralty, the declaration of Lon- 
don, decisions of the privy coun- 
cil, and the United States su- 
preme court, Senator Walsh de- 
clared the right of the United 
States to purchase ships of the 
belligerents was unquestioned so 
long as the transactions were in 
absolute good faith; that Great 
Britain has maintained the right 
for more than 100 years and that 
France for the same length of 
time has acquiesced in the prin-| 
ciple. He declared that had Sen- 
ator Root’s argument been  ad- 
€anced by another it would have 
been accounted impossible.
